W ASHINGTON.—Statistics recent- 
ly made public by the Department of 
(Commerce revealed that there were 
1,192,407 marriages performed in the 
United States in 1929 as compared 
with 1,182,497 in 1928, an increase of 
4.2 per cent. During this same year 
divorces totaled 201,473 as compared 
with 195,939 in 1928, an increase of 
2.8 per cent. There was one divorce 
for every 6.1 marriages. — 

New York marriages in 1929 totalled | 
121,535, which was the greatest num-| 
ber for any state, an increase over the’ 
preceding year of 7,187, or 6.3 per’ 
cent. For every 1,000 persons in New 
York state in 1929 there were 9.8 mar- 
riages. The number of divorces was 
5,143 in 1929, as compared with 5,293 
in 1928, a decrease of 2.8 per cent.

Now whether we are for or againat 
birth control as a practice for the in. 
dividual of mature years, there is no 
question as tO where we etand when 
a foreign government endeavors to 
thrust tt upon us. [ do not believe 
any of us Want our young children 
brought into every day contact with 
this matter. . 

Of exceptional aid to the Reds, who 
are so strongly behind birth control, 
is the greed manifested by the quacks. 

Under the date of September 4, 
1980, the American Medical Aassocia- 
tion writes that they know of twenty- 
two so-called companies which handle 
32 preparations for birth contro). 

Now let us analyze birth contro!

The human race has been trying 
to find the perfect birth control drug 
or method as far back as we have any 
knowledge of its activities. Even in 
biblical times We read of the traffic | 
in aloes. And I suppose the deluded | 
will keep on trying to find out the 
same thing to the end of time. 

If birth contro) is used effectively 
by the rich and educated, thus depop-. 
ulating this seetion of society, and not. 
used by those less fortunate, wil! this 
country advance as it has in the past | 
100 years? Shall we not soon be ruled 


by the uheducated, the visionless, and | °” 


perhaps the criminal? It seems to me 
that Chicago has had a sample of | 
this kind of rule during the past few 
years. Perhaps we are awakening to 
our responsibilities today. 

When we go into population statis- 
tics, when we study the available in- 
formation on eugenics, and when we 
consider the fact that birth control | 
as we know it has had no effect what- 
ever on a people's destiny we begin to. 
understand what a complete control 
nature has on reproduction. We begin 
to understand that the individual case 
is only an individual case, and that 
what is true or effective in the caso 
of the one is not always true or effec- 
tive in the ease of the many. 

Again let us look at what would be 
likely to happen provided it were gen- 
erally accepted by all authorities and 
deemed «a great public good that birth 
contro! knowledge be a national pol. 
icy. What would happen would be 
exactiy nothing, due to the fact that 
the national will could by no means 
have any effect on nature.

nation. But does it work? Ask your. | 
selves what effect eugenics had on the
